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The examiner has reviewed the amendment filed on September 1 , 2006 and would consider it to be non-compliant. If a new amendment 
is filed, then the new claims 1-15 should be numbered 42-56 instead, to comply with US claim format. So, for the purposes of expediting 
the prosecution of the application, the examiner has understood that all previous claims (claims 1-41 , per the amendment filed on January 
24, 2006) are to be cancelled and has assumed that the newly cited claims 1-15 are to be properly numbered as claims 42-56. 
Furthermore, the amendment filed on September 1 , 2006, should be "Amendment D", not W C".
